Make the rows about 18 inches apart and sow a dozen seeds 
per foot of row, 44 inch deep. Thin the seedlings to 3 or 4 inches apart. 1 oz. plants 100 ft. of row; 7 lbs. an acre.

15 to March 15. Harden off and set outside as soon as 
ground can be worked. For the late or autumn crop sow 
seed in May or early June in specially prepared seed bed 
and transplant to field in late June or early July.

After heads begin 
to form, leaves should be tied to protect heads from rain 
and sun and to keep them white.

CABBAGE. 75 days. A desirable type producing 
rather compact plants 1144 to 2 feet high. Large, 
loose clusters of leaves which often show a tendency 
to form a head. Also known as Buncombe. 


JERSEY SWEET. 85 days. A new high-quality 
Collard with less stem and leaves that are darker 
green, slightly savoyed, sweeter and larger than most 
of the strains now in use.
